Most of the 22 County owned 
buses are shown above lined up 
at the County workshop lot wait¬ 
ing for their first load of students 
in the coming term. 

Thirty-three more vans owned 
privately are also being readied 
and during the coming year a total 
of approximately 1,250 students 
will be vanned lo various schools 
In the County. During the summer 
months County owned buses are 
put through the garage where 


major overhaul can be done if 
needed and in all cases a complete 
check is given each vehicle. 

The County has four vans of 
their own operating out of Vulcan, 
three each from Carmangay, Lom¬ 
ond, Champion and Mossleigh, two 
at Herronton and one from Brant, 
Milo and ArrowWood. One spare 
bus is kept readied for emergency 
service. In all, 14 buses are used 
transporting students to Vulcan 
schools. 


While five vans are 36-passenger 
units the majority carry a load of 
20 or 30 students. All are GM 
manufactured and excepting for 
one 1955 model the County owned 
vans are all 1958's or better. Life¬ 
time of a van depends partly on 
its year, condition and deprecia¬ 
tion value, among other factors. 

At a rough average, vans may 
put on 15,000 miles each term giv¬ 
ing total mileage for the 55 vans 
at about 825,000 miles.

Fire ravaged a downtown Vul¬ 
can business block late Sunday 
night and in its wake left two 
businesses completely gutted, a 
third badly damaged and others 
suffering from effects of smoke. 

The Chinese operated New Club 
Cafe from where the fire origi¬ 
nated was burned to the ground. 
Only a shattered brick front and 
two partial brick walls remain of 
Simpson’s Plumbing building and 
the John Wolfe Hardware lost its 
top floor and contents, received 
severe roof and interior ceiling 
damage and, although there was 
no actual flame damage to the 
main floor, some breakage oc¬ 
curred and practically everything 
was soaked with water. Stock in 
the basement was also destroyed. 

All three trucks of the fire de¬ 
partment including the rural pum¬ 
per, and about 20 firemen turned 
out for the call which came in at 
11:50 p.m. and as the fire spread 
the Champion and Arrowwood 
units were called. 

First reports to police indicate 
the New Club Cafe was closed and 
unoccupied when fire broke out 
in the kitchen. For a short time 
there was only smoke pouring 
from the building and It appeared 
the fire might be held to the cafe. 

However the inside was com¬ 
pletely ablaze and it suddenly 
mushroomed into a huge mass of 
flame with fire coming from the 
roof, two upper windows and the 
store front. Fire Chief Bob John¬ 
ston took a hose on fog nozzle into 
the rear entrance but was almost 
surrounded by flames and driven 
back. 

Total dollar loss from the fire 
has not been estimated. In the 
case of the John Wolfe Hardware 
an Insurance adjuster could only 
term the loss as "substantial” for 
the present. 

At various limes during the fire, 
on roofs, contact with huge flames 
was so close that water blowing 
back from hoses was warm in the 
firemen’s faces. An insufficient 
number of fire-fighting coats and 
boots to go around the crew left 
Dave Mitchell and Alan Taylor 
on a roof in street clothes and 
they were completely drenched 
when they came down for coffee. 

During the fire coffee and re¬ 
freshments were passed around to 
firemen and after the peak had 
passed around 2:15 a.m. the men 
were invited to the Royal Cafe 
for lunch. 

When the New Club Cafe burst 
into open huge flames the heat 
was so intense that it was uncom¬ 
fortable standing on the opposite 
side of the street. Had the fire 
reached corner of the block it was 
feared a similar heat build-up 
would endanger the Dobbs Hotel 
opposite, and it, second to the line 
of elevators, is most feared by the 
local fire brigade, because of its 

In the early stages of the fire 
a line of volunteers removed cases 
of shotgun and rifle ammunition 
from the hardware along with 
other inflammable items and left 
the paint section along the side 
of the building away from the fire, 
intact. Store records and business 
ledgers were also removed. 

When the fire broke loose and 
caught the top floor of the hard¬ 
ware everything movable was 
taken from stores, offices and 
suites along the block to the cor¬ 
ner and to the Red & White and 
the apartment block on the next 
comer opposite the theatre. 

A store full of clothing and 
fixtures was removed from the 
Fashionette. Two chairs and equip¬ 
ment were carried from the den¬ 
tist office of Dr. Schneider while 
other helpers hauled cabinets of 
files, records and shelves of books 
from the offices of lawyer John 
Jamison. 

Upper suites in the Bruce Block 
were emptied and everything was 
carried to the street In front of the 
hotel until town transports and 
trucks hauled it to various storage 
places. Only store records and files 
were removed from the Red & 
White. At the other end of the 
fire line, Stu Joiner took his re¬ 
cords from his Central Meat and 
Locker plant next to the burning 
Simpson building closed the door 
and went up on his root to help 
protect his store. 

Firemen had hoses running from 
the hydrant at the hotel corner, 
from the cistern in the alley be¬ 
hind the hotel and from the cis¬ 
tern by the Vulcan Auto Body 
Shop. Additionally, the Champion 


pumper arrived in time to take 
part in checking the fire’s spread 
beyond the hardware and a 3,000 
gallon hose tank of the County 
also was pressed into service. A 
delay caused by the primer on the 
first pumper used, caused loss of 
valuable seconds ut the start of 
the fire and concern was felt for 
the water supply when all hoses 
were operating but the pressure 
remained up throughout the fire 
and the supply was kept adequate 
by a tank hauling system. Norman 
Soder brought a 500 gallon tank, 
Alex Grant used his 1,800 gallon 
tank truck from his Texaco bulk 
station and Nortnan Bucholtz 
brought his similar unit with 1300 
gallon capacity from his Imperial 
station. These tankers hauled to 
the cisterns from the airport well 
approximately four miles west of 
town and the fact that they were 
able to drive out, spend 20 minutes 
loading and return is evidence of 
the size and duration of the fire 
at its height. 

The fire was fought from four 
sides. One or more hoses were run 
from the front street, the alley 
and from rooftops adjoining the 
burning buildings. 

At about the time the peak was 
passed on the top floor of the 
hardware the Simpson building be¬ 
came completely engulfed and a 
stand was made by firemen to 
save Stu Joiner’s store and locker 
plant and prevent the fire from 
running to the Vulcan Food Mar¬ 
ket, Vulcan Furniture store and 
the 5c to $1 Store, next in line. 

Only inches separate the partial 
brick wall of Simpson's Plumbing 
from the Joiner building and fire¬ 
men spraying from the Locker 
Plant roof were almost driven off 
by the flames. Fireman Don Lar¬ 
kins received light facial burns 
while handling a hose on this roof 
but the fire was contained at this 
point 

Firemen worked ’till 4:30 a.m. 
trying to get at the smouldering 
beams and woodwork between the 
roof structure and ceiling of the 
hardware and thousands of gallons 
of water were poured on the build¬ 
ing. Inside the main store the im¬ 
pression was similar to the sound 
of a rain storm as the water leak¬ 
ed from the celling through the 
night and Monday morning. 

Fortunately the main store area 


of the hardware did not bum. At 
one time burning embers were 
dropping through the ceiling, but 
they fell into several Inches of 
water covering the floor and were 
extinguished. Over $1,000 worth 
of store-front windows somehow 
withstood the nearby flames ami 
none broke and the heat level In¬ 
side the store was low enough so 
that the paint section was un¬ 
damaged.

Sunday was a sleepless night 
for those connected with the fire. 
Some firemen worked the night 
through and until noon Monday 
on the scene and others went to 
regular jobs in the morning while 
a few with Monday off, were able 
to sleep. 

Insurance adjusters were in 
town Monday afternoon and a. 
general re-occupatlon of the 
evacuated buildings took place, 
once the owners found out when’ 
their possessions had been, hauled. 

The aging New Club Cafe was a 
wood frame building with a high 
ceiling and separate second floor 
rooms which were unused. Insur¬ 
ance was carried on the cafe. 

The Simpson Plumbing building 
was another of Vulcan’s early 
business establishments and had 
been occupied for 15 years by 
John Simpson and son. A long 
aluminum covered storage building 
facing the alley also was destroy¬ 
ed. A 500-gallon propane tank 
used to heat the premises was 
safely disconnected and removed 
from the back of the lot. Some 
insurance was carried by the 
owners and they will still con¬ 
tinue to operate under restricted 
conditions for the present. 

A new roof and repairs to the 
wall next to the fire will be need¬ 
ed by the Central Meat and Locker 
Plant but there was no smoke 
damage and no damage to the 
locker plant where the tempera¬ 
ture rose only one degree during 
the power cut-off. Insurance was 
carried by owner Stu Joiner. Stu 
attributed the thick brick wall of 
his building as a big reason that 
fire did not penetrate. 

It is not known yet what the 
rebuilding or repair program wilt 
be for the hard hit John Wolfe 
Hardware. Monday the sagging
